For the Farmer W ith Brains. 
Every lost bolt should be re­ 
placed at once. 
Manufacturers 
don't put useless bolts in ma­ 
chines just for the fun of it. 
At the Minnesota experiment 
station w heat grown continuous­ 
ly on one plot since 1894 has aver­ 
aged 18.6 bushels since 1900, and 
wheat on ground of the same 
kind and treated the same, but 
in a three year rotation, has aver­ 
aged 20.6 bushels. 
Beautiful home grounds are an 
investment just as good fences, 
drainage, etc., are. 
They add to 
the value of the farm and to the 
happiness of the family. 
The Wisconsin experiment sta­ 
tion has found one acre of rape 
when combined with grain equal 
to 2.TGT 
pounds of corn and 
shorts.

When your wife asks you to 
help pick small fruit for canning 
don't growl about it. 
You will 
be cheerful enough about eating 
it next winter. 
Placing a small heap of rich 
stable manure around the lase 
of each tree in tile orc hard will 
prove to be a little lime most 
profitably spent. 
Some refuse straw scattered 
among the small fruit bushes 
w ill work wonders as a fertilizer 
aud in keeping down the un­ 
sightly and unprofitable weed 
pests. 
Drainage must deal with tho 
maximum, not the minimum nor 
the average quantity of water. 
Tile that are too small fail in 
wet seasons, the time you need 
them most. 
The barn set on a concrete 
foundation looks substantial, and 
it is so and wiii last longer than 
the one set on wooden posts or 
blocks.

lf all tile corn raised in Illinois In 
1900 had been marketed at the price 
prevailing in December it would have 
brought $201,517,250, an amount snlii- 
cient to pay the public debts of s e v ­ 
enteen 01 the largest cities in America. 
as follows: Chicago, Baltimore. (Mn 
clnnati. Detroit. Indianapolis, Kansas 
City, Los Angeles, louisville. Minne­ 
apolis, Galveston, New Orleans, Pitts­ 
burg. San Francisco, Seattle. Salt Lake 
City. St. Louis and Washington. 
lf all the corn raised in Illinois in 
1909 had been exported it would ha re­ 
supplied the European demand 
for

The United States department of ag 
riculture recently Issued two bulletins 
relating 
to sorghum—a 
bulletin 
on 
“ The 
History 
aud 
Distribution 
of 
Sorghum" aud a circular for free dis- 
tiibutlon on “ Three Much Misrepre 
seated Sorghums." 
The object of the 
latter is to set the people right con­ 
cerning some mistakes and misrepre­ 
sentations. 
Recently aD%O klabom a man has been 
selling at 50 cents a pound seed grain 
of what he calls “ California wheat," 
which he declares will produce 200 to 
400 bushels per acre. 
The department 
shows that this is a variety of sot- 
ghutn known as shaiiu, which, after n 
thorough test a few years ago, proved 
only about half as productive as Kaffir 
corn. 
It is also inferior us a forage 
crop. 
The second of these “ misrepresented 
sorghums" is a so called “ chocolate 
corn," accounts of which have appear 
ed in the press at different times. The 
department announces that it never 
had any seed of “ chocolate corn" for 
distribution and that the plants which 
have sometimes received that name 
were 
simply 
varieties 
of 
sorghum, 
I probably in most cases the Early Am­ 
ber sorgo. 
The sale of sorghum seed in the 
south, under the name of Texas seed­ 
ed ribbon cane, by certain seedsmen 
has led to much confusion and disap­ 
pointment. 
The use of the term “ rib­ 
bon cane" is the cause of the trouble, 
since this is the popular name for the 
sugar cane of the south, which does 
not bear seed. 
The impression spread 
by advertisers of this seed was that 
they were offering a variety of the 
sugar cane which would produce seed, 
and there was a large demand for this 
geed, which, in fact, was nothing more 
than “ goose neck" sorghum. 
The de­ 
mand eventually exhausted the supply 
of seed, and the seedsmen began tilling 
orders with other sorghum seed. 
The 
fraud was promptly exposed ny the 
department of agriculture, but the sale 
of this seed continues. 
The depart­ 
ment urges that the name “ seeded rib­ 
bon cane" be discontinued because it 
Is misleading.
